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. DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-27, and 31-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The allowed claims differ 
only in obvious ways from claims in US patent 6,701 ,301 by the inventors, and an 
acceptable terminal disclaimer was filed on 6 May 2005. 

3. For all the independent claims 1 , 1 1 and 20, the closest US patent prior art by another is 
that used in the final rejection mailed on 6 June 2007: Ho (US005909207A) in view of the 
admitted prior art (para. [0025H0029] and Fig. 14 of the published application, US 
200401 38952A1) and further in view of Treyz et al. (US006587835B1). This art does not 
teach or suggest dynamically receiving an advertisement to be inserted into electronic 
content and electronically displayed on flipping pages. (Figs. 1B, 1C or 1D of the instant 
application show the subject "flipping pages" technology claimed. This three-dimensional 
effect is a sort of e-book technology, but not all e-books have "flipping pages"). 

4. "Dynamic" receipt would be understood by one of ordinary skill in the art to mean receiving 
an ad just as it was needed for presentation, so as to permit precise ad targeting, for 
example. ("Real time" is a common synonym for dynamic.) That is the meaning of dynamic 
given at the webopedia web site. Eldering teaches dynamically receiving an advertisement 
to be inserted into electronic content. 

5. No prior art was found to teach or suggest adding the dynamic modification of electronic 
content taught by Eldering to the flipping page display of Ho with the admitted prior art and 
Treyz et al. While it was well known at the time of the instant invention that dynamic/real 
time modification of advertising improved targeting (Eldering, col. 2 lines 9-14), the prior art 
does not teach or suggest any advantage to displaying the results as flipping pages. 

6. The closest non-patent prior art is FlipAlbum. It teaches flipping pages, but neither teaches 
nor suggests dynamic insertion of advertising.
